Three Hundred Thousand More 


Girls Than Men— Many Young 


Men Too Poor to Wed. 


PARIS, March 22.— There 
are 


800,000 more women In Parts than 
men, 
according to statistics drawn 


from a careful canvass. 


This surplus class is presented 


chiefly by girls of marriageable >age, 
girls who should hare been led into 
their own home circles by the boys 
who fell in the war. 


How to solve the social problem of 


these girls and find them hushands 
In order that the decline in the birth 
rate might speedily be checked is 
the question of a campaign now be- 
ing conducted by a section of the 
press. It has even been suggested 
that the question 'be considered by 
the government as one of vital im- 
portance to tbe welfare of the state. 


Unless husbands are found for 


these unhappy young Parisiennes, 
the social structure must suffer, it is 
argued. 
Propaganda 
encouraging 


marriage is advised, by means of 
family dances, popular fetes and out- 
door/gatherings in the form of pic- 
nics. mardi-gras, etc. One newspap- 
er suggests that the coming season 
be taken advantage- of, on the theory 
that in the spring a young man's 
fancy will simplify this problem. 


It "is recognized that hundreds of 


young men do not marry because of

-secrecy in Returns May Have Con- 


tributed to Fact That Big Cor- 


porations Were Shown 


Favoritism. 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—Ex- 


posure and 
punishment of "tax 


sharks" and of officials responsible 
for favoritism to big business in 
making tax reductions, are to be 
bought by senate investigators as 
the result of startliag testimony in 
Washington's newest scandal—the 
Couzens inquiry in into the internal 
revenue bureau. 


Testimony before the committee 


yesterday by J. F. Adams, formerly 
a supervisor in the bureau, has 
started the investigators on these in- 
quiries : 
1—Was 
favoritism shown 
the 


United States Steel corporation, the 
Aluminum corporation and other 
great concerns, as Adams charged? 


2—Who issued "confidential or- 


ders" which Adams said went to 
bureau employes to expedite certain 
tax claims at the expense ot others? 


3—Whether privacy of tax pro- 


cdeure is not a contributing favor to 
the abuses, which the committee be- 
lieves has grown up within the 
bureau. 


Adams' testimony was most gen- 


eral and he admitted when Senator 
Watsou of'Indiana tried to pin him 
down that he had no specific evi- 
dence of any favoritism shown. But 
he insisted he knew the facts. 


The testimony thus far heard in 


brief afternoon hearings has already 
started a movement among the in- 
vestigators for legislation to "let the 
light in" on tax procedure. 


Senator King, Utah, leader of the 


tax publicity movement, said the 
abuses 
undoubtedly sprang from 


secrecy of tax procedure, which per- 
mitted "tax sharks"—former bureau 
employes—to use information gained 
in the government's employ, -O bring 
about tax adjustments.

T. E. Bacon of Lincoln was the 


owner of a motorcycle, to which was 
attached a Prest-o-lite. This gas is 
conveyed trom the place where it is 
generated in a tube to the headlight 
and lit as are -ordinary gas lights. 
The first time he was out at night 
with his lamps lit, Mr. Bacon felt 
the need of gasoline. He motored up 
to the A. B. A. company station; He 
said he didn't know of. the danger at- 
tached to filling it -with the light go- 
ing. 


The attendant, without looking at 


the lights, started to fill it with gaso- 
line. An explosion followed, as the 
flame was -within two feet of the run- 
ning gasoline. 
Bacon was 
badly 


burned, and secured a judgment tor 
?700 damages. 
The company ap- 


pealed to the supreme court. 


The law as laid down by the court 


is: "One who operates at night a 
gasoline filling station adjacent to a 
public highway is chargeable with 
knowledge that patrons, driving into 
the 
station at night 
with motor 


vehicles, are required to have them 
equipped with 
lighted lamps, and 


owes a duty to his patrons to exer- 
cise reasonable care to ascertain 
whether the lamps on the vehicle 
are of such a character and in such 
close proximity to the gas tank on 
the motor vehicle as to be liable to 
ignite 
the 
gasoline 
while being 


pumped into the tank and thereby 
cause injury to the patron."

So often w* »ajr that we forget names easily, but do we <rer iearn them? 
\V« mu«t not blame oura-lres for forgetting noroetfcins which we reallj 
nerer learned. 
W« must seek more efficient ways of learning the ma- 


i«na! wnJcb wt hope to remember. 


There are » few general principles which it obejed will lead to 


economy and efflc ency in memorizing. Suppose you had a poem of about 
twenty-four lines "to learn by heart" and only a certajr amount of time 
In wWcn to do it. How would you begin: 
Would you read the whole 


poem thru and thru over and orer again or would you memorize the 
first two lines, ard then the n«ct two, and so on? Tbe psychologists 
bavt made a great many expsriments and they recommend the -wnole 
method" rather than the "part ooethod." 
You should lead the whole 


poem thru, obserre It study It, grasp its meaning, its thought 
You 


gbould not merely iepeat it orer and over, but actively read It and after 
« few readings thru and thru, ysu may try to recite it, loofcing >t the 
page when necessary and prompting yourselt.

attention sut In general use the 'whole metnod." If you memorized two 
Unes. and then twc others, there would be the work of linking the differed 
imall parta or aections together, and there is the danger of orerlearnin* 
some of the parts. That is, you might spend more time than was necessary 
to learn some lines. Thare are exceptions, such as we hare made in 
stopping to repeat oftener a purticular part which is especially difficult, 
but in general the learning of the whole or large unit is better than 
memorizing it piecemeal. 


The total time allotted to learn the poem was limited, according to 


our supposition. Would you spend all the time at one sitting or would 
you study it for a while and then return to it later, ana still again * 
Psychologists hare made several experiments to answer this question and 
'they say it ia better to use spaced time than unspaced or one period of 
study. Therefore you should study the poem for a while, then leave tt 
and return to it later in the day and again on the next day. These are 
two definite results of experimental study of memory which are of prac- 
tical value to all of us. 


When studying the material to be memorized, no matter whether It bt 


1 potnr or a vocabulary, a telephone number, a series of dates or what 
aot, 
do not ;dly repeat it but acquire as active an attitude as possible. 


Recite the material as much as you can, prompting vourself when nec- 
essary. Experiments show that it is Tery beneficial and economical to 
try to recitt the material «s you study it. 


It is al»c important to have "a determination to remember" as we 


.tndy tiw materiaL Again the psychologists have conducted many experi- 
ments. To aome persons they would give pictures to be studied, telllnp 
them that they would be tested for memory of the picture afterward 
(To other subjects they would give the same material, asking them to sort 
It according to beauty without mentioning memory. The persons of both 
groups would b« given, a memory test Tho*e who had known they would 
be tested for memory of the pictures and who had "determined to re- 
member' it did remember ft better than those who sorted the pictures 
for beauty "without determination to remember." 


A good memory Is not some great "power" which can be developed. 


Ways and means and skill jn memorizing can be developed by an indi- 
vidual and ta* can wort out better way» of fixing facts. If you warn, to 
develop a good memory for names, give attention to your learning the 
names when they are first presented. See what associations may be placed 
with the name*. Mnemonic systems have only a limited field for helping 
It is better to seek some natural aidv for it is sometimes harder to r«~ 
member the artificial aid than the thing which it Is "aiding" you to 
remember!

different as possible from what you do every day. If you are a bar- 
ber, you won't care to dance. Your feet have done enough. You 
should do something for pleasured 
— 


where sitting down can be prac- 
ticed. 


If you are a senator or a bank 


president or an office executive of 
any sort, > ou should walk, play golf, 
ride horseback, swim, play billiards 
or, if your scruples/ permit, dance. 
In the Spring you can make a gar- 
den 
All Summer the lawn mower, 
the hoe and the carpenter bench 
will give you exercise. 
If you are a farmer you have had 
all the exercise you need in the rou- 
tine of, your work. For recreation, 
you can run into town to the movies 
or play the table games. 
I warn everybody against late 
hours, bad air and unwholesome 
acts. It is unfortunate that amuse- 
ments can be of the wrong sort. 
Take thought of your pleasure as 
jou do of your labor. 
Pretty soon Spring will arrive. 


Then you must be careful. 
With 
the sunshme and balmy air will 
come the thought of tennis or some 
other violent game. You must begin 
the season by moderate indulgence. 
Too much the first fe.w days may 
damage your heart 
The muscles 
are weak and flabby from the Win-

The supreme court Saturday said 
she would have to pay the former 
wife of her son the sum of $6,000 for 
th& loss of his affections.

the case. . Her marriage with young 


I Twarling was not -to the liking of 


his mother because her folks were 
not as rich as the Twarlings. The 
supreme court says 
that the evi- 


dence in the case very clearly estab- 
lished that 
the mother-in-law had 


done her best to influence her soft 
against his wife, and that she had; 
designedly and continuously pursued 
a hostile course of bitter and unjust 
reflections 
upon the 
social 
and 


pecuniary standing of the wife, as 
well as her 
intelligence, veracity, 


cleanliness, common sense, worthi- 
ness and other attributes that are 
prized by husbands in their wives, 
and that this so operated on the 
son's mind that it interfered with 
their marital relations and alienated 
his atections. 


The court further says that the 


jury was justified from the evidence 
in inferring that she was actuated 
by malice in so doing. The mother 
claimed that she was merely exer- 
cising the natural 
solicitude of a 


mother for her son, and that she had 
a right to give him her maternal ad- 
vice, and that she had acted honest- 
ly and in good faith. The court says 
that this will not avail where her 
defense 
was that she didn't say 


these things. 


An effort was made to have the 


$4,000 alimony the wife collected in 
her divorce suit deducted from the 
$6,000 judgment, hut the court says 
| that the mother not having been a

MEN AND THINGS 


There are times—usually on Monday morn- 


ings—when we doubt the wisdom of this plan 
of resting one day in seven. Nobody feels like 
going to work on Monday morning, whether i 
be in office, school or factory. It does not 
seem to matter much what the age, the starter 
has an awful time of It turning over the old 
engine and getting the machinery going with- 
out a creak. The reason is that resting it up 
for even a day has rusted it up. Why doesn't 
some doctor rig up something the equivolent 
of changing your oil every 500 or 600 miles? 
' You never can tell when it is safe to kick 
some fellow or slap him ower the head. We 
read the other day where a few years ago the 
council of defense of Montana found the man 
who Is now Senator Wheeler guilty of a charge 
-»f bolshevism, whatever that was, while the 
.sar was in progress, and that he was recom- 
mended far dismissal from the office of fed- 
eral district attorney. Later Daugherty, as at- 
torney general, got after him, and now see who 
Is riding Daugheity with the most evident en- 
joyment. 


A recent inquiry as to what the lawyers 


think of the ethics of] the attorney who recent- 
ly secured the acquittal of a woman client on a 
ctiarge of lelonious assault because she was 
insane and three weeks later got her out of 
the insane hospital by proving she was sane 
has brought little If anything from the law- 
yers. Several laymen have embraced the op- 
portunity to express the opinion that the re- 
sult of such conduct, cumulatively, has been to 
lessen regard for the law and also for the pro- 
fession. 


Read this from one layman: The real trouble 


is that the lawyer who did what a lot of attor- 
neys will think to be a smart trick was ground- 
ed In the wrong sort of ethics, and there will 
be no reform until the profession Itself has 
gathered enough courage to denounce every 
lawyer who does anj thing that lends itself to 
criticism. 
The 
theory 
of 
the 
law 
is 
that every lawyer is an 
officer 
of the 


court, which means that his first duty is to as- 
sist the court in arriving at a just verdict In 
every case in which he is interested. Many law- 
yers have departed from this in practice, they 
regard their first duty is to their client, and 
that is the whole story. 


The real impotency of talk to influence life 
ir Its greater movements is never better illus- 
trated than when we stop to survey our prog- 
ress in, any particular line and compare it with 
the volumes of argument 
that have been 


spilled about it For ten years we have been 
walking the floors at night wringing our hands 
over the fact that the farms are being desert- 
ed for the cities. \et the real trouble with 
our agriculture right now is that o^erproduc- 
tion has caused prices to tumble below the 
cost of raising crops. It is about as impotent 
to stop great mass movements by talk as to 
whistle an avalanche back after it has started 
down, a mountain side. 
. 


The disgust shown over such productions as 


the Chinese plaj that was recently shown In 
Lincoln is a healthy sign, or a sign rather of a 
healthy moral condition. Americans are very 
good natured in their 
attitude 
toward the 


drama. They will not turn their thumbs down 
on a play that can excuse whatever of badness 
there is in it on the ground that it points a 
moral, but they will not long tolerate a dispo- 
bition on the part of playwrights to write bad 
plays purely for the sake of the badness in 
them. The trouble with the drama today is 
that it is afflicted v.ith a degenerate streak 
that is getting broader. 


Most of us accept the theory of evolution 


because of its plausibility and the consequent 
lack of any necessity on our part to think it 
out for ourselves. But the fact" is that what- 
ever we may care to concede as to the sound- 
ness of the theory, it leaves untold to us some 
•viUl things. It gives us to understand that 
every bit of matter is a development of proto- 
plasm, but it has not >et accounted for the 
protoplasm. 
Science has no more accounted 


foe certain things than has'theology for cer- 
tain other things. Both systems force us back 
upon the necessity of having faith, and that 
in itself is being religious.
